Receiver Asked 
For Albert Weis. 


New York, May 14 (Special to The Billboard). 
—The following statement was issued from the 
K. & E. offices: ‘Judge Whitney, of the Su 
preme Court of the State of New York, issued 
an order in an action brought by Klaw and Er 
langer against Albert Weis, of the American 
Theatrical Exchange, requiring Weis to show 
cause why a receiver should not be appointed 
for the leading theatres throughout Texas and 
Arkansas now being operated jointly by Weis 
and Klaw and Erlanger, and why Weis should 
not be restrained and enjoined from operating 
the theatres of the circuit, and why the business 
of the circuit should not be placed entirely and 
absolutely in the hands of a receiver. The ap 
plication was made by Klaw and Erlanger. 
as appears from their papers, on the ground 
that Weis has violated his agreement with them, 
and without consultation with his partners has 
stated that he intends to violate his contract. 
Kiaw and Erlanger, last June, paid Mr. Weis a 
large sum of money for an interest in the 
Texas circuit, and they were to be given the 
exclusive booking of these theatres.”’ 

It is stated that should the present suit, which 
is the test case, be successful, similar other 
action will probably be taken by the syndicate 
against other seceding theatre managers and 
owners.

—A formal announcement from the offices of | 
the new National Theatre Owners’ Association, 
war forwarded to every producing manager in| 


the country. 

While the letter in itself was the cause of | 
quite a bit of comment, a line upon the sta-| 
tionery attracted particular attention. It said | 
in part, that the new enterprise is ‘‘associated | 


for the protection of their properties and for | 
the conducting of their own business and af- 
fairs.”’ 


The letter read as follows: “The inclosed let 
terhead speaks for itself. Please note that con-

The books are now 
open for routing. 

“Also note that this association is not af- 


filiated with any other booking concern or syn 
dicate. 

“If you are holding any time over any one} 
of the various circuits as per letterhead, kindly 
call on their various representatives at once and 


This must be attended to imme- 
diately so as not to interfere with other at 
tractions that we are now booking.”’ 


The letter then gives the names and addresses 
of the various booking agents of the different 
circuits in the new association.

Dear Friend:—Show news is very scarce in 
these parts, but I thought I would drop you a 
line and let you know how I am getting along. |

MARCUS LOEW A COMING POWER 
IN VAUDEVILLE.

Oft has the expression been heard along the 
Rialto that theatrical magnates, and powers 
that be, in the world of amusement, are born, 
not created, and yet there is one man, who, 
born amid surroundings wholly distant and for- 
eign to the life along the Great White Way, 
has become a peer in the world theatric, a power 
in a field which has sprung up as if it were of 
mushroom growth. One who has done more for 
the artist and the artistic than many men who 
have been identified with the theatrical game 
for the greater part of their lives. Marcus 
Loew can't boast of descendency from the blue 
blood of the stage, nor does he lay claim to 
any laurels that may have been won by man 
agerial genius or executive phenomenons of a 
race from whose life tree he is a part. He ad 
mits his past lack of familiarity with the amuse- 
ment field. He exhibits, with pride, a record 
and a name created in the commercial centers 
of New York and does not blush to acknowledge 
that less than three years ago he didn’t know 
up stage from down, hadn't the slightest con 
ception of the intricate mechanism of house 
management and the art of pleasing patrons. 

But the Marcus Loew of to-day looks back 
upon that riod as a memory, as a time where- 
in he di not appreciate the opportunities 
which even the small time vaudeville presented. 
His first venture seemed destined to disaster. 
The dreams of accomplishment and success were 
overshawoded by heavy losses, but the dogged 
determination with which Loew has forced his 
way to recognition won out and what was des 
tined to be a nucleus of a chain of popular houses 
sprang into such popular favor that he soon 
after tried his second venture—another picture 
house and another victory.

Suffice it to say that when the 
Harlem Casino, seating thirty-four hundred peo 
ple is completed, Loew will be firmly en 
trenched in New York as a factor in the vau- 
deville situation. The circuit which Marcus 
Loew has perfected through ingenuity, hard 
work, and persistent effort to offer the best 
within his power and his determination to please 
his patrons, is today one of the largest ‘‘Pop’’ 
circuits in this country.

Enormous Expenditures Made to Improve and Entertain 


Dreamland Completely Overhauled---Luna, Steeplechase and Others Add Attractions---Coney Island 


More Attractive Than in Any Previous Season

New York May 16 (Special to The Billboard). 
—When we gave that last glance at Coney Is- 
land last year, as we sped New Yorkward on 
that last trip for the season, we believed that 
enterprise and ingenuity bad accomplished all 
that could have been expected in the amuse 
ment promotion field. But, as we directed our 
steps toward New York's big playground this 
year, we stood overawed at the progress, the 
improvements and the new creations of men | 
who strive to please and entertain. 

“Gee! but it don't look like the same Coney,” | 


said an urchin who, from all appearances, had 
slipped his educational leashes and gone sea 
ward with the first blush of summer. But that 
about sums it up. It’s changed, from Surf av- 
enue to the Bowery. The builder, the de 
signer and the decorator have applied their 
magic wand and transformed the ugly winter 
aspect of a seaside resort into an inviting ap- 
pearance for a summer sojourn. 


Squeezing through a pleasure-seeking mass of 
bumaniiy, you emerge upon Surf avenue. Ip 
your wildest dreams you could not have con 
ceived of the difference. Here and there a new 
pop stand, another restaurant added to the al 
ready large number of places where hunger is 
appeased; where that little ‘“‘beer stube’’ was, 
the place you used to linger at to hear a few 
of Broadway's stellar performers while you 
munched that sandwich, is a new ride, a mon- 
eter couster or some creation that hadn't graced 
Coney’s thoroughfare last season. 

The surging crowds leave no choice as to 
destination. Here and there the plaintive wail 
of a barker may draw a few from the beaten 
path, but the mass rushes on, helter skelter, 
seeking but one destination—merriment and nov- 
elty. The big hundred-key organs which at- 
tract the kiddies to the carousels furn'sh ample 
accompaniment to the clamor of voices, the 
shifting of feet and the bubbub which attends 
a crow’ such as only Coney can draw.

That Chester Park, which formally opened on 
May 14, was not crowded to capacity, can only 
be attributed to the cool Weather now prevail 
ing, for the advertising, lavishly placed this 
year, is far greater in proportion to the pub 
licity given the park ip any previous seasop.

During the Past Two Weeks 


JOE FORREST WINS FIRST SKATING MARA- 
THON EVER SKATED IN HONOLULU. 
The first Marathon roller race ever skated in 

the Hawaiian Islands was won by Joe Forrest, 
of Oakland, Cal., at the Princess Rink, Hono- 
lulu, H. I., last week, before a crowd of nearly 
two thousand people. The time for the full 
distance, 26 miles and 385 yards, was one hour, 
forty-seven minutes and forty-six seconds. J. 
Herraford, of Honolulu, was second, five laps 
behind the winner, and H. Markham was just 
forced out of third place by Baptist, an ex- 
newsboy from San Francisco. The race was 
handled by competent officials and in the man- 
ner in which it was skated by the contestants, 
far exceeded all expectations. The gun was 
fired a few minutes after nine o'clock, and the 
skaters, twenty-five in number, started in two 
rows. They had hardly gone two laps before 
there was a complete circle around the course. 
The spectators began picking the winners from 
the start, and by the end of the fifth mile de- 
cided that Herraford would win the race. For- 
rest who before the race started, was the fa- 
vorite, dropped behind until after six miles had 
been skated, when he worked his way up to 
third place. The sixth mile was finished with 
Herraford in the lead, Chas. Freitas second and 
Forrest third. In the tenth mile Forrest was 
a lap behind the leader, and he crossed in the 
eleventh in the lead. About this time it was 
noticed that Forrest was looking tired, but he 
was never distanced after he gained the lead, 
and kept up the same steady speed with occa- 
sional spurts to keep from being boxed at 
the curves. The Royal Hawaiian Band played 
during the race, and the people seemed to be 
well pleased with the sport. 

Jack Fotch, the funny comedian on roller 
skates worked the week of May 9-14 at Gary, 
Ind., to large crowds each performance. Jack 
is arranging to go on a vaudeville circuit in the 
near future. He should make a grand success. 


HARLEY DAVIDSON OUT AFTER SCALPS

In a letter received from Harley he stated 
that he was back in the racing game after his 
long trip, where he finally landed at Winnipeg, 
Man.

PRINTING COMPANY BANKRUPT. 


New York, May 9 (Special to The Billboard). 
—A petition dm bankruptcy has been filed against 
the Gillin Printing Company of Nos. 608-614 
West 43d street, by Guthrie, Bangs and Van 
Sinderen, attorneys for these creditors; James 
C. Higgins, $114,664 on an assigned claim for 
loans to the company made by one of the officers 
and salary due that officer; August Eitzen, 
$1,125, rent, and Davies and Nield, $400, serv- 
ices as accountants. It was alleged that the 
company is insolvent and on May 2, admitted 
inability to pay its debts and willingness to 
be adjudicated bankrupt. William H. Willis 
Was designated as special master. The company 
was incorporated in 1893 with capital stock of 
25,000, which was afterward increased to 

,000. Robert F. Gillin was president from 
the start until he died in January, 1909, when 
George F. Morgan became president, and, it was 
said, put in more capital. B. Spratt was 
‘secretary and treasurer. The company had no 
Bradstreet rating. It has a well equipped plant 
and made a specialty of theatrical work. James 
K. Hackett was a creditor for $1,178. For some

NICKELODEON LICENSES 


The Cause of High Licenses Explained and Methods Suggested, for 
Their Reduction—A National Association of Picture 
Theatre Managers Advocated 


PICTURE THEATRE LICENSES. 


Chicago. May 14. (Contributed to The Bill- 
board).—The most popular form of amusement 
in America to-day is the moving picture theatre. 
It is the poor man’s show, just as grand opera 
is the society event. Here in Chicago the five 
and ten-cent houses are crowded, while the 
$1.50 and $2.00 shows play to empty seats. The 
result has been that the big lkes tried to get 
the city council to make the small houses pay 
$400 a year license, but when the councilmen 
met, they had the fever even too strong for the 
theatrical men, for they proposed to raise all 
license, and one of the most unique legal bat 
tles ever witnessed was fought out in the courts. 
The lawyers were hired to show that it Was 
right to make the picture men pay $400 license, 
but it was unconstitutional to charge the biz 
theatres $1,000 and the court decided that the 
license mongers in council exceeded their power 
when they passed the law basing the license 
on the price of admission. 

If the managers of the five and ten-cent thea 
tres all over the country would only unite, send 
for a copy of the United States Protective As 
sociation protest blank, pay their license under 

rotest, join with all the other forces who are 
ghting this evil, join in the test case that fs 
being prepared to be carried to the United 
States Supreme Court, it will not be long until 
this great giant monster will be laid low with

All licenses that are sold at any price as a 
permit to engage in a lawful business are un- 
American, undemocratic, unrighteous in theory 
and unholy in practice, and in time will be 
knocked out as unconstitutional.

Dear Sirs—I believe that a great majority of 
the street salesmen, either grind or high pitch 
men, throughout the U. 8. read The Billboard. 

I have been In the pitch business for a num 
ber of years and wherever I meet two or three 
of my class of people gathered together there 
In the midst of the conversation Is sure to come 
up a question Iike this: ‘Say, doe, what's the 
reader license in Anderson, Ind., or Kiowa, 
Kans?’ (1 think {t's $5.00 a day in Anderson 
and I know it's $10.00 a day in Kiowa). Now, 


| 


Mr. Editor, this very llcense question is keep- 
ing lots of us poor. A merchant in some country 
town with a stock 500 times larger than any 
Streetman'’s I have ever seen, would close his 
doors if he had to pay $10.00 a day license. Yes! 
but, says Mr. Country Town Merchant, ‘‘He’s 
only in town a day or two and he doesn’t pay any 
rent.’’ True! but he pays hotel bills and railroad 
fare. Lots of these hotels are something like 


the one I got into in Blackwell, Okla. 
your rate?’’ I asked the clerk. 
he replied ‘$2.00 a day, sir.” ‘“‘No, by the 
week?’ I said. ‘‘Oh!’’ be replied, ‘*$4.50.’’ 

Again many of these licenses are illegal and 
the Aldermen and Commissioners of these little 
country towns know it. To give you an instance, 
one day in the latter part of last month I was 
in Anthony, Kans, The town has a commission 
form of government. I went to one of the com- 
missioners, the other two being out of town, 
and told him that ‘I sell on the street corner, a 
little 20-page receipt book for which I own the 
copyright." He said ‘*$5.00 a day.’’ 

That is $3.00 a day over my license limit 
except for Saturdays and, moreover I told him 
that the great State of Kansas had a law ex 
empting licenses on the sale of ‘‘own production’’ 
and on the sale of literature, pens, paper and 
other educational matter, He told me flatly 
that he didn’t give a d for the state laws, 
they had a city ordinance and if I worked 
certainly pay $5.00 a day to the city or 
they would arrest me as soon as I opened up. 

They know that we, individually, can’t afford 
either the time or the money to fight it. You 
will notice that I said ‘‘individually."’ In 
union there is strength. Then let’s organize. 
Then if they illegally arrest a brother union 
man let us collectively fight them and make 
them pay for it. One set of city officials well 
shaken down in a good damage suit will make 
the others for a radious of a couple of hundred 
miles around be very good. 

Then suppose every brother had a banner to 
hang on his carriage or stand, that said: 


“THIS IS A MEMBER THE STREET 
SALESMEN’S UNION 
AND WORTHY THE PATRONAGE OF 
UNION MEN.” 


How's that, high pitch man? Wouldn't that be 
worth a dollar a month to you?

The 
most prominent of all the mountain peaks is 
Corcovado, meaning hunchback. A fine electric 
railway system in the city takes you to all 
points. This harbor is considered by many to 
be the most beautiful harbor in the world, 
comparing only to Sydney, Australia.

Redpath; tuis he followed by managing Mar- 
guerite St. John, Running Wild, Orson Clifford's 
Avenged, Madeline Merli in Frou Frou, The 
Story of a Kiss, ete. In August, 1904. he pro- 
duced his own play, Thou Shalt Not Kill, at the 
Grand Opera House, Philadelphia, which had 
several successful seasons. This was followed 
by Not Like Other Girls, One of the Many and 
The Boy Scout, which ran successfully two sea- 
sons. After a tour of Mexico with the Tavary 
Grand Opera Company, Mr. Schwartz’s health 
broke, and he entered into the publishing bust- 
ness, and for several years published The Home 
Visitor, Woman's Ideas and The Ladies’ Home 
Companion, all of which were highly success- 
ful, and in which he published many high-class 
authors’ novels and tales. He carried on at the 
same time a chemical business, introducing Do- 
ree Tablets to the dyspeptic public. His health 
breaking again, he spent seven months in the 
German Hospital. This was followed by his 
record-breaking trip around the world, when 
he lowered the record to fifty-four days. seven 
hours, twenty minutes. This was a wonderful 
feat, as he started when he had not fully re- 
covered the use of his limbs from the paraly- 
sis which had made him totally helpless for 
months. This trip seemed to give him a new 
hold on life, and he again entered the theatrical
